"Superior force has compelled us

And what ef- 
fect will the peace of Munich have 
on economic nationalism, whicn has 
been the chief target of Mr. Hull's 
attack almost incessantly for the last 
five years? 


Business Revival 


A business revival such as the 


world has not known for 20 years 
may be in the offing. It can arise 
from a fundamental change in the 
atmosphere of Europe from war to 
peace. The settlement of the Spanish 
problem, the possible readjustment 
of the German colonial controversy, 
these and other questions that have 
provided seeds of unsettlement are 
now before the great powers of Eur- 
ope, where eyes have been opened 
to the possibilty that physical force 
could be used to destroy democracy 
and perhaps civilization itself. 


Unquestionably, the devastating 


nature of aerial attack, so vividly 
and tragically demonstrated :n the 
bombing of innocents in the far 
east, must have exercised a restrain- 
ing hand on European rulers this 
last week. War has become so ter- 
rible that the consequences o£ con- 
flict are not as easily accepted as 
they were 20 years ago. The world, 
moreover, has seen clearly that war 
settles nothing and that a challenge 


at lift his been flung to the Intelli- 
gence of mankind to find ways to 
settle disputes without resort to 
arms. 


The blot on the picture, of course. 


is that a threat of force by Hitler 
accomplished much for him, and a 
counter-threat 
by 
Britain 
and 


France stayed his hand from going 
to extremes. But this mutual ex- 
hibition of armaments cannot but 
impress itself as compelling some 
other means to be devised where- 
by territorial squabbles can be ad- 
justed. 


New Responsibilities 


Certainly, throughout the last few 


weeks, it can hardly be said that 
the German people exhibited any 
hatred for the British or Fiench 
people. The war, if made, would 
have been a consequence only of 
diplomatic blundering by 
rulers. 


Hence the avoidance of war creates 
new 
responsibilities 
in 
that it 


proves the value of round table con- 
ference as well as the importance 
of world-wide interchange of views 
in the full light of day and with the 
ears of peoples everywhere listen- 
ing to radios. 
.„ 


The great part played by com- 


munication—the speed with which 
the four rulers got together at Mun- 
ich by airplane, the rapidity with 
which long distance telephones be- 
tween the various capitals kept all 
parties informed up to the minute, 
and finally the instantaneous trans- 
mission of news to the press by ra- 
dio and by cable gave the world an 
opportunity to move with the rul- 
ing statesmen of Europe and tnus 
to encourage the heroes of the peace 
table in their efforts to put reason 
above passion or hate. 


The effect on America of the crit-

Munich, Hitler's Choice as Site 


For Parley, Is Nazi Birthplace 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER 


Washington—for the latest act in his epic drama, the like of which 


ha* not been seen since Napoleon, Hitler again chose Munich, making it 
the Mttlnf for the fateful four-power conference on the future of Europe. 


In Munich the nazi movement wds born. In Munich Hitler made his 


first stab for power, only to have his band of original nazis shot down, 
himself Jailed and his movement broken up and left 
seemingly for dead 


That was 15 years ago. German inflation and ac- 


ceptance of the hard conditions imposed by France 
in the Ruhr had left Germany feeble, chaotic and dis- 
pirited. A year before Mussolini had marched on 
Rome. Hitler decided to march on Berlin. 


Bavarian government forces were holding a mass 


meeting in Munich on the night of Nov. 8,1923. Hitler 
rounded up less than 1,000 followers, armed them and 
surrounded the halL They set up a machine gun in 
the doorway and pointed it at the audience. Hitler 
and hi* comrades marched down the aisle. The speak- 
er and audience alike were stunned. Hitler leaped to 
the platform, pulled a revolver from his pocket and 
fired into the ceiling. The bullet-hole remains to this 
day and a swastika now marks it for tourists to see. Raymond Clapper 


The detailed story is told by G. Ward Price, who obtained Hitler's own 


version for his book "I Know These Dictators," a sympathetic story of 
Hitler and Mussolini. 


Reaching the platform Hitler shouted: "The national revolution has 


begun. This hall is surrounded by 600 armed men. No one must leave. 
If there is any disturbance I will 
put a machine-gun in the gallery. 
The national government is over- 
thrown. A provisional government 
will be formed." 
General Ludendorff 
Walked Next To Hitler 


Such were conditions in Ger- 


many that 
no *one in the hall 


doubted the truth of Hitler's an- 
nouncement. On the platform were 
the head of the Bavarian provin- 
cial government, the commander 
of the Bavarian Reichswehr, and 
the head of the Bavarian police. 
Hitler ordered them to leave the 
hall and took them into a side 
room for a conference. He placed 
his pistol on the table in front of 
him and said to the captive gov- 
ernment officials, "There are still 
five bullets in my pistol — four 
for traitors and one, if things go 
wrong, for myself." 


During the night Hitler's com- 


rades raided the surrounding coun- 
try and in the morning assembled 
in the suburbs for a propaganda 
march through Munich to win over 
the population. Armed with rifles 
and machine guns mounted in 
automobiles, 
they 
began 
their 


march with swastikas flying. The 
leaders marched at the head of 
the column, abreast, a rank of 16 
or 20, with Hitler in the center. 
General Ludendorff. one of the 
leading 
World 
war 
generals, 


marched next to Hitler on the 
right. - 


The first police encountered lev- 


eled their guns, then refused to 
fire and fell back, allowing the 
procession to pass. It looked like 
success. But when the nazis reach- 
ed the square in the center of town, 
police barred the way and this 
time refused to give ground. Hit- 


ler 'deflected 
his

into 


another street but shortly another 
barrier of police was encountered, 
backed by an armored car and 
machine guns.

Firing began. Four police and 14 


nazis were killed. The 
leader 


marching arm In arm with Hitler 
was shot dead. As he fell he pull- 
ed Hitler down with him. Hitler 
dislocated a shoulder. 
Hermann 


Goerlng now the No. 2 Nazi, was 
severely wounded and rolled for 
cover behind a huge bronze lion. 
Later he was picked up by an auto- 
mobile and taken to Austria. Hitler ( 
fled to the country but was arrest- 
ed three days later. 


This 
was 
only one of many 


brawls taking place all over dis- 
ordered Germany and would not 
have attracted even the attention 
which it did except for the pres- 
senee of General Ludendorff. 


Hitler languished four months 


in jail 
awaiting trial and then 


served nine months in prison. He 
was. released at Christmas. 1924. 
His movement was wrecked but 
his months in jail had only given 
him stronger resolve. He had writ- 
ten most of Mein Kampf, had fig- 
ured out his future course, and 
walked out of prison to start all 
over again.

Persons having the begin- 
ning signs of a cold or grippe should 
go to bed at once. By doing so, the 
patient lessens the danger of spread- 
ing the disease to his family and 
others, and his chances for a speedy 
recovery and escape from the dread- 
ed complications of pneumonia or 
influenza are increased 
greatly. 


During the intiuenza epidemic of 
1918-1919 it was a notable fact that 
patients who went to bed early in 
the course of their illness were 
much less seriously affected man 
those who stayed on their feet until 
forced into bed.

what seems to be a simple head cold 
should stay at home at least. • 


Influenza May Develop 


"The common cold because of its 


many complications if neglected, 
should be given serious considera- 
tion. If it is neglected, influenza 
may develop which would cause the 
patient protracted loss of time at 
his daily work to say nothing oMiis 
physical suffering. 


"Since the germ causing the dis- 


ease has not been definitely isolated 
as yet, it is necessary to 
depend 


upon 
symptoms 
to 
determine 


whether or not influenza is present. 
These symptoms vary in. intensity, 
but when one suffers 
fiom head- 


ache, aching in body and 
limbs, 


cough, chill, some fever, and above 
all, complete exhaustion, it is safe 
to say that that individual has influ- 
enza. The disease is sometimes call- 
ed 'grippe* when these symptoms 
are not so severe, to indicate a mild- 
er attack, but influenza and grippe 
are one and the same disease. 


"As a contagious disease 
influ- 


enza is transmitted from person to 
person through the secretions of the 
nose and throat, just as'infectious 
colds, pneumonia, and spinal men- 


ingitis are spread. This Is done in 
many ways, such as promiscuous 
sneezing and coughing, the use of 
common towels, and the innumer- 
able ways through hand to mouth 
and mouth to hand contact. 


Suggest Precautions 


"Suggestions as to precautions 


to be taken in avoiding colds and 
subsequently influenza are listed 
here: 


1. Keep as far as possible from 


those who arc coughing and snccz 
inc.. 


2. Avoid unnecessary

case. 


3. Do not Uie drinking or catmt; 


utensils used by others unless such 
utensils hav. been washed thor- 
oughly in scalding water. 


4. When influenza is prevailing 


avoid crowded places as far cs 
possible. 


5. Wash the hands frequently with 


soap and warm water. 


6. Avoid unnecessary fatigue. 
7. Avoid chilling or overheated 
rooms. 


8. Keep your general health up by 


drinking plenty of water; by eating 
clean, wholesome food; by sleep- 
ing at least seven hours out of each 
twenty-four. 


"Remember if you get a cold, go

Have a room 
by yourself if possible and follow 
your family physician's advice."

NEUTRALITY IN PEACE AS WELL AS 


WAR 


The combined efforts of powerful na- 


tions including our own have seemingly 
averted another war. 


In the documents employed to this end 


no more excellent message will be found 
than that sent over the name of President 
Roosevelt. It must have played its part in 
securing the Munich meeting if. we are to 
continue in the belief that men's minds 
may be moved by clear, friendly, yet firm 
and accurate reminders in the form of 
written words. 


If we assumed that it weighed some- 


thing in turning the German autocrat's 
mind along orderly and peaceful lines we 
must conclude further that it would have 
weighed even more had Mr. Roosevelt 
never while in office delivered socalled 
"fighting" or belligerent addresses to the 
American people reflecting upon the to- 
talitarian governments. 


The position of a man in an important 


.-office in a government like ours is not 
without its seeming inconsistencies. Policy 
as well as good manners necessitates that 
"he voluntarily clip his otherwise clear 
.right to state an opinion concerning the 
form of government elsewhere or the 
manner of its operation except in rela- 
tion to its direct transactions with us. "• 


There is no danger of America follow- 


ing in the footsteps of Germany, Italy, Ja- 
pan or Russia, and while we all freely 
speak "or write opinions concerning the 
people and government where our form 
of liberty is not, nothing is to be gained 
for "either our-'country or the world if our 
rulers begin shaking'-fists" across the wa- 
ter,.or speak thinly veiled insults against 
other nations or their rulers, . 


Mr. Roosevelt's message was well re- 


ceived at Berlin. It could hardly fail to be 
unless reason had entirely fled the Ger- 
man capital. 


Yet when it was sent out the President 


would have been much surer of its 
friendly reception and material effect 
upon the controversy had he never, just 
for a little passing, applause,, denounced 
forms of government that happened to be 
distasteful to all of us. 


We must continue to face the world of 


reality. The dictators have vast power. 
Germany, Italy and Japan are over 200 
million people. Their sphere of influence 
extends into Poland, Hungary, Yugoslovia, 
Bulgaria and probably Rumania. However 
inconceivable it is to us that people will 
support regimes of this kind it is a fact 
that they do. 


It should be the continued concern of 


men occupying leading positions in our 
government to avoid needlessly goading 
or baiting those forms of government that 
we cannot tolerate. We simply gain noth- 
ing by it but we lose something. We drop 
the prestige that a great nation carries 
and that may be the final bit that turns 
the scale in critical times. 


Indeed if our rulers must criticize 


other nations let us not strain our eyes so 
far. We can find in Mexico, Central Amer- 
ica and spots in South America-just as 
wretched and intolerant forms of govern- 
ment as some of those in Europe. 


ture and • governor, and • supreme court 
which has the special duty of feting to it 
that the governor and legislature take and 
exercise no more authority than the peo- 
ple gave them. 


But our entire government in this state 


plus the National Guard and the univer- 
sity faculty is impotent to cither get the 
money or direct its use in the manner de- 
cided best and, presumably, supported by 
the people. 


Of course it would have been simple 


enough for congress to allocate propor- 
tionate funds to each' state even after 
making ample provision for states hit 
harder than others. But if that were done 
the political power of the funds would 
have gone up in smoke. How could Bar- 
clay be elected then? 


And so Mr. Roosevelt, who has been to 


Wisconsin once for a few hours, and prob- 
ably never saw the Wisconsin river, acting 
through Mr. Ickes, who may have been to 
Wisconsin twice and once spat in the river, 
selects our "improvements" for us. 


Of course there isn't any politics in it, 


—not more than a couple of lagoons full. 
But our hands are tied, and will remain 
tied just so long as congress gives the 
President this power instead of itself pro- 
viding a just and non-political method of 
distribution. There will be those who be- 
lieve very passionately that the people of 
a state and its various communities know 
what they want and what is better for 
them to a more exact-degree than a cer- 
tain New York gentleman who happens to 
have been elected President. 


The matter is much more important in 


the results accomplished than even the 
great principles that have been brushed 
aside to make Mr. Roosevelt powerful. 
That importance is nicely presented in 
Wisconsin if we assume for the sake of ar- 
gument that fair and sound engineering 
opinion upholds the governor's power and 
flood bill as practical and worthy. 


For the governor is endeavoring to 


spend the money so wisely that the struc- 
tures erected will not only have a contin- 
ual sustaining income but supply perma- 
.jient jobs to thousands and enrich the 
state in an industrial sense. 


Yet he is helpless. And we all are help- 


less unless some deal can be made on the 
eve of the election to make us feel like 
kissing the royal hand, such a deal as a 
certain Duke of Burgundy made when he 
'returned"the people their property he had 
taken, from them for new favors. 


Indeed we must all stand aside even if 


the money allotted to Wisconsin is largely 
frittered away in illy considered and care- 
lessly executed plans. 


The people may gape but they are 


helpless. They may wonder but they can 
do nothing. They may cry out but they 
can go to blazes. 


It is a great system, this centralization 


of power. It is good its blunders are re- 
vealed. It brings an example home to the 
people to illustrate why so much opposi- 
tion has been voiced against Mr. Roose- 
velt's abnormal thirst and clutching for 
power.

RiRht of Way Problem

track in the street. 
The double 


track has never been built.

Most of the native 
birds, he added, are still here be- 
cause of continued warm weather 
end an abundance of rainfall. 


"The ducks became troublesome 


in several areas some weeks ago 
when they started raiding farm- 
ers' fields," Grimmer said. "Since

wild fowl along the Mississippi, 
Fox River valley and Lake Michi- 
gan flyways.

A week of 
the uninterrupted company of any 
Dumb Dora or egotist will break 
off automatically any match that 
wasn't made in heaven. 


Let yonr children see the unde- 


sirables against their own back- 
ground. Many a boy or girl who 
was a dream walking in the far 
West or the dairy restaurant is a 
nightmare at home.

Cheney, when he applied for a re- 
newal of his license last February, 
submitted a false statement of his 
net worth, claiming assets of more 
than $1000 when his books 
were 


found by the commission to show a 
deficit. Since that time the deficit 
has been increased to $12,000, com- 
mission examiners testified. Cheney 
admitted borrowing approximating 
that sum for which he had pledged 
clients* securities as collateral. 


Presenting the names of Apple- 


ton and Milwaukee men as charac- 
ter witnesses, Cheney told the com- 
mission that his difficulties arc due 
to lack of business experience and 
lack of working capital. 


"I am a sale ian", he said, ad- 


ding that he left the accounting of 
his business to his office employes. 
Lack of sufficient capital when he 
started his business led to borrow- 
ing on customers securities three 
years ago, he said. With a new cor- 
porate organization which he out- 
lined to the commission he prom- 
ised to retire his obligations^ 
He 


showed stock subscription 
con- 


tracts totalling $5.000* for his pro- 
posed new company. 


No Complaints 


"I made a serious mistake 
in 


pledging customers' securities and 
I realize that now. My credit is still 
good, and rny customers haven't 
pressed me to return their securi- 
ties. Not a single complaint has 
been made against me" he said. 


If he cannot "set his house in or^ 


der" in thirty days, he promised, "I 
will gladly surrender my license." 


Cheney submitted figures on his 


income, and said that last year his 
sales totaled nearly a million dol- 
lars. He also claimed that he has 
obtained a number of clients for- 
merly served by another Appleton 
dealer who recently lost his license. 


Cheney admitted in questioning 


that one of his salesmen, W. H. Fal- 
atick of Kaukauna, has solicited ac- 
counts although he has not been 
granted a license which he applied 
for to the banking commission a 
month ago. 


The hearing was to continue this

eral meat inspection, but today the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture inspects 70.000.000 meat ani- 
mals annually, according to a re- 
port received by R. C. Swanson. 
county agent. Each of these food 
animals immediately before and at 
the time of slaughter receives a 
thorough inspection by one or moro 
trained veterinarians 


The bureau of animal industry, in 


announcing a new film strip on 
meat inspection, recalls that the 
primary necessity for federal meat 
inspection 
came from 
European 


governments, which looked with 
disfavor on United States meat that 
carried no official evidence that it 
came from 
healthy animals, 'n 


1890 congress established a meat- 
inspection service. 


Shortly afterward it was broad- 


ened to apply to all slaughtering 
establishments that prepare meat 
foods for interstate — as well as 
foreign — trade. 


Two-Thirds Covered 


The present meat-inspection law 


was enacted in 1906. This law sti:l 
further extended the federal meat 
inspection to include all meats and 
meat 
food 
products of establish- 


ments that ship their products i.i 
interstate or export trade. 
How- 


ever, 
the 
law exempts farmers 


from federal inspection, and to 
some 
extent 
local butchers and 


meat dealers who ship their prod 
ucts across state lines in serving 
their 
own customers. Any meat 


business entirely within the boun- 
daries of a state is exempt It works 
out that about two-thirds of the 
country's meat supply receives fed- 
eral inspection. 
There are seven essential parts to 


federal meat inspection. These are: 
sanitation of the establishment, in- 
spection 
before slaughter, post- 


mortem inspection, products inspec- 
tion, laboratory inspection, disposal 
of condemned material, and label- 
ing. 
Although most livestock of- 


fered for slaughter is healthy, in- 
spectors find about 50 diseases or 
abnormal conditions that prevent 
animals or their carcasses from re- 
ceiving a clean bill of health.

County Farmers to 


Get Lime at Low 


Prices This Fall 


Investment in Soil Builder 


Pays Big Dividends, 


Expert Says 


There is no investment that farm- 


ers can make that will pay a higher 
dividend than lime applied to acid 
soils, according* to C. J. Chapman, 
extension 
soils specialist 
of the 


state college of agriculture. One of 
the main reasons for using lime is to 
help get the soil ready for alfalfa, 
Chapman says in a bulletin to R. C. 
Swanson, Outagamie county agent, 
and alfalfa is a lime-loving crop 
which will not grow in many soils 
not limed. 


Other benefits of liming arc not- 


ed in the county aside from the 
sweetening effect it has on soils. 


Lime supplies an abundance of 


calcium, an element needed by all 
crops and needed by livestock for 
bone and body building. The in- 
direct benefits of lime in favoring 
the growth of legumes is to furnish 
protein feed for our,dairy cattle at 
low cost and at the same time help 
prevent depleting the nitrogen sup- 
ply of farms. 


Chapman reports that by correct- 


ing the acidity, lime stimulates the 
so-called biological activities in our 
soil. Small organisms known as 
bacteria and fungi, so necessary in 
the nitrifying and decomposition 
processes of soils, are aided in their 
work through the use of lime. Lime 
also favors the development of the 
nodule-forming bacteria on legumes 
—those litle factories where nitro- 
gen is used to make protein in the 
plant. 


In June of this year, congress au- 


thorized lime and marl production 
in Wisconsin as a legitimate WPA 
project Such a project is being set 
up in this county. Lime will be
